PEACE FORMULATED ‘SENATE BILL PASSES 
BUTTASKNOTENDED! FOR 400,000 ARMY. 


" Mlecessity of Seeing Wrong Not Done} $883,000,000 Appropriation Measure 


Increase Over House Act; Naval 
Action to be Next 


, 


Washington.-—The army appropri- 
ation bill, carying $888,000,000 and 
providing for an average. army of 
400,000 men next year—an increase 
over the House bill of $171,000,000 
in funds and 100,000 in personnel—- 
was passed late June 25 by the Senate 
without a roll call and sent to con- 
ference. 

The Senate following disposal of 
the army measure began considera- 
tion of the annual naval appropria- 
tion bill, carrying $646.272,000, an 
increase of $45,000,000 over the 
House bill. Passage of the naval bill 
tomoltrow is desired and leaders, in 
their effort to enact all appropriation 
bills necded by July 1, plan then to 


rush through the $500,000,000 gun- 
dry civil budget. j

“I feel that my stay here, sir, has 
enlightened both my heart and my 
mind. It has enabled me personally 
to see the evidence of the suffering 
and the sacrifices of France. It has 


enabled me to come in to personal 
touch with the leaders of the French 
people, and, through the medium of 
intercourse with them, to understand 
better, I hope, than I understood be- 
fore, the motives, thé ambitions and 
the principles which actuate this great 
mation. It has, therefore, been to me 
a fesson in the roots of friendship in 
these things which make the inter- 
coprse of nations profitable and servy- 
iceable for ‘all the rest of mankind. 
“Sometimes the work of the con- 
ference has seemed to go very slowly) 
indeed. Sometimes it has seemed as 
if there were unnecessary obstacles to 


agreement; but as the weeks have 
fJeugthened [| have seemed to see the 
profit that came out of that. Quick 


conclusions would not have produced 
that intimate knowledge of each 
other's minds, which | think has come 
out of these daily conferences, 

“‘We have been constantly in the 


presence of each other’s minds and 
motives and characters, and the com- 
radeships which are based upon that 
sort of knowledge are sure to be 
very much more intelligent not only, 
but to breed a much more intimate 
sympathy and comprehension fhan 
could otherwise be created. 

“These six months have been six 
mouths which have woven new fibers 
of connection between the hearts of 
our people. And something more 
than friendship and intimate sympa- 
thy has come out of this intercourse. 
“Friendship ’is a very good thing. 
Intimacy is a very enlightening thing. 
But friendship may end with senti- 
ment. A new thing that has hap- 
pened is that we have translated our 
common principles and our common 
purposes into a common plan. When 
we part we are not going to part with 
a finished work, but with a work one 
portion of which is finished and the 
other portion of which is only begun. 
“We have finished the formulation 
of the peace, but we have begun a 
plan of co-operation which I believe 
will broaden and strengthen as the 
years go by, so that this grip of the 
hand that we have taken will not 
need to be relaxed. We have been 
and shall continue to be comrades. 
We shall continue to be co-workers 
in tasks which, because they are com- 
mon, will weave out of our sentiments 
a common conception of duty and a 
common conception of the rights of 
men of every race and of every clime. 
If it be true that that has been ac- 
complished, it is a very great thing. 
“As I go away from these scenes | 
think I shall realize that I have been 
present at one of the-most vital things 
that has happened in the history of 
nations. Nations have formed con- 
tracts with each other before, but 
they never have formed partnerships. 
They have associated themselves tem- 
porarily, but they never before have 
associated themselves permanently. 
“The wrong that was done in the 
waging of this war was a great wrong, 
but it wakened the world to a great 
moral necessity of seeing that it was 
necessary, that men should band 
themselves together in order that 
such a wrong should never be perpe- 
trated again. 

“Miprely to beat a nation that was 
wrong once is not enough. There 
must follow the warning to all other 
dations that would do like things that 
they in turn will be vanquished and 
shamed if thev attempt a dishonor- 
able purpose.

It is Contemplated te to Spend Millions 
on North Island Rtation

plans the expenditure of several more 
millions of dollars in establishing at 
North island the largest and best- 
equipped naval air station in the 
western hemisphere.

The estimated cost of this station is 
$6,000,000, and funds for its con- 
struction are contained in the naval 
bill recently passed by the Senate. !

Second Vice President U. S. Grain 


Corporation Sees No Reduction 
in Price of Flour 


‘San Francisco.—California’s wheat 
has heen a bigger factor in the 
world’s food situation than is realized 
here, acco##ing ‘to. W. A. Starr, sec- 
ond vice-president of the United 
States Grain Corporation and man- 
ager of zone 12, which includes the 
Pacific Coast. The first food ship to 
arrive at a German port following 
the armistice was the West Carnifax, 
from San Francisco with a 
eargo of flour. This flour went to the 
Czecho-Slovakia. 
million ‘barrels of flour, 
more than 10 per cent of the entire 
exports of the country, were miiled 
and shipped from California. some 
of it being made of Australian wheat, 
Starr talked June 20 to men en- 
aged in the grain trade. He said: 
“This year there will be no im- 
ports, but the California wheat crop 
promises to be three times as large 


Over two 


as last year, furnishing a plentiful 
supply for the flour mills up to. the 
limit of their capacity.” 


In adidtion to the actual work ot 
buying and forwarding wheat and 
flour te. Kurope, a primary purpose o! 
the Grain Corporation is to see that 
the producer gets the government 
minimum price for bis product, allow- 
ing for freights to terminal points, 
and that the consumer is not made to 
Pay more than conditions justify. On 
this point Starr said: 

“In case the crop is marketed both 
home and abroad on the basis of the 
Government price, there will be no 
Government control of flour mills’, 
jobbers’ or bakers’ profits. With a 
plentiful supply of wheat and flour 
at all times, it is safe to count on 
competition to regulate profits and 
give the congumer a square deal, as 
all of these industries operate under 
unusually ORR CRED conditions.” 

Starr sees little possibility of a re- 
‘duction in aga prices. He said indi- 
cautions were that Europe would need 
about 400,000 bushels of our surplus

Dollar Loss Yearly; Says 
P Agricultural Department 


Destructive insects in the ~ United 
States have a food bill of $1,000,000,- 
000 annually, according to department 
of agriculture figures. That amount is 
lost each year because of Insect dep- 
redations on various farm crops and 
fruits. In addition to this, there is 
a large loss to live stock from such 
pests as biting flies, ‘parasitic flies, 
ticks, mites and so forth. 

In 1916 destructive insects caused 
a loss of $430,204,800 in cereal crops 
and were responsible for a loss of 
$116,230,500 in hay crops. The insect 
damage to the tobacco crops was $16,- 
900,800 and in. veustahiog “9100 Giz. 
600. They caused a loss of $8,486,- 
800 in sugaf crops and a loss of $141,- 
264,300 in fruit. The loss caubed by 
them in all other crops was $29,649,- 
700. 

It has been found that vegetable 
and fruit crops suffer most heavily 
from the ravages of insects and a 20 
per cent loss in vegetable crops and a 
30 per cent loss in fruit crops is prob- 
ably a minimum figure for these two. 

A further study of thi¥y question has 
revealed the fact that ‘in 1916 the 
echinch bug alone was responsible ror 
a loss of $60,000,000. The grasshop- 
per caused a loss of $50,000,000 and 
the Hessian fly was charged with be- 


ing responsible for $40,000,000 slump. | 


In addition to the direct losses in 
growing crops, forests and live stock, 
insects are responsible for depreda- 
tions on stored grain, other farm prod- 
ucts and household supplies. All 
these have brought the total annual 


loss from insects in the United States | 


up to! $1,000,000,000.

Suitable for Some Kinds 
of Gloves and Mittens

tanning, and there are rat. skins 
which make good leather, large 
enough for many purposes.
